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Talking with Mayor Antoinette Bram

“My Swiss sister-in-law 
said |she was ashamed of 
me,” declared Greenbelt’s 
Mayor Antoinette “Toni” 
Bram, when asked what had 
made her decide to run for 
the Greenbelt City Council 
back in 1983. A judge in 
Switzerland, where woman 
had only recently received 
the right to vote, Bram’s 
sister-in-law demanded to 
know why—although Amer- 
ican women had had the vote 
for decades—Toni was “on- 
ly” a member of a city ad- 
visory board. 

Unable to come up with a good 
answer, Bram soon launched her 
first political campaign. It was 
the start of eleven years on the 
city council, culminating in her 
election as mayor in 1993— 
Greenbelt’s first woman mayor 
since Elizabeth Harrington in the 
1940s, 

Bram never dreamed of becom- 
ing mayor, but, “I like it,” she 
said, adding that in Greenbelt, 
technically speaking,” the may- 
or’s job is no different from that 


of any other member of council, | 


and all information is shared. 
Nevertheless, the mayor is seen 
by outsiders as having a special 
role, and “really, everyone on 
council would like to be mayor, 
even though it’s hard work and 
there’s not much reward in it— 
except for the satisfaction of a 
job well done.” 

Woman of Broad Interests 

“I could have been many 
things,” Bram told the News Re- 
view. “There are so many routes 
I could have gone.” As a girl she 
dreamed of becoming a 
writer or an aviator. In her teens 
she played and coached basket- 
ball, “my great love.” She be- 
came a_ schoolteacher, and 
later worked in administration 
for seven years at the University 
of Maryland, rising to become 
Associate Registrar of UM’s Un- 
iversity College. During two 
years spent in Rome _— she 
became absorbed in archaeology, 
yet found time to coach the girls’ 
basketball team at the Overseas 
School of Rome. 

However, “I’m really a histor- 
ian,” she says. Currently she is 
reading the 19th century novels 
of Anthony Trollope, which she 
claims “straighten out your 
mind” because they require con- 
eentration. She loves the mediev- 
al mysteries of Ellis Peters, as 
well as Colleen McCullough’s 
Roman histories, but “I read ev- 
erything.” 

The mayor’s Masters degree, 
earned when she was 52, was in 
Urban History and Criminology, 
and she received her B.S. in Urb- 
an Studies, summa cum laude— 
“that wasn’t necessary,” she com- 
mented wryly, alluding to a life- 
long habit of being an _  over- 


achiever. Or maybe just an 
achiever. This is a woman of 
formidable intelligence, energy, 


and drive, traits leavened by hu-

mor and a vulnerability that can 
be perceived as “touchiness” 
when the rough and tumble of 
political life gets bruising. 

Marriage of Two Strong People 

Bram has been married for 38 
years to Ralph Bram, an ento- 
mologist who is now retired after 
a long career with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. His name 
often crops up in the conversa- 
tion, and there is obviously a 
deep bond between the two. The 
mayor commented, “We are two 
very strong and independent 
people and over the years there’s 
been a great deal of adjustment. 
We had to learn to get out of 
each other’s way. Ralph learned 
about feminism from our daught- 
ers.” 

When the Brams were married 
in 1955, they “cut a deal,” the 
mayor explained. Ralph would go 
to work and she would run the 
home; yet she could also pursue 
her own interests. For five years 
she taught in Catholic schools, 
azd then the children came a- 
long, four in nine years. For a 
while that put an end to work 
outside the home, but she soon 
started taking courses at the 
University of Maryland—“in 
Russian, everything”—and event- 
ually Ralph pointed out that 
since she was accumulating so 
many credits she might as well 
pursue a degree. 

She was reluctant. “Young 
women today—they just don’t 
know,” she commented, shaking 
her head at how unconventional 
and difficult it had been back 
then, for a wife and mother to 
return to school. Yet, “I always 
admired women like Virginia 


Beauchamp and Mary Lou Wil- 
liaamson of the News Review, 
women who did things. I was 
very impressed by them.” Final- 
ly, a neighbor who was getting 
a degree at midlife persuaded 
Bram to try it, too. 
Strong Parents 

Bram was born on North Cap- 
itol Street and raised in Wash- 
ington, attending Notre Dame 
Academy. As a young woman 
she had no mentors, yet instinct- 
ively felt “angry when women 


. didn’t speak up for themselves.” 


Back then we had no role mod- 
els—we had to do it all for our- 
selves.” Still, she feels her moth- 
er—“she’s 94 now, with only 
half a heart, and still fighting 
for her life’—was in her way a 
very strong woman. Her great 
gift was “social—she doesn’t 
know a stranger, she never had 
any prejudices and didn’t teach 
them, she got along with every- 
one. I wish I had her talent and 
ease with people.” 

Bram’s father was “a very 
dominant man, and an _ intellec- 
tual achiever although he left 
high school before finishing. He 
read all of Shakespeare.” A glass 
cutter in Cumberland, MD, 
Bram’s father lost his job when 
the factory where he worked 
burned down during the Depres- 
sion. He then became a police- 
man, and served on the D.C. 
force for 30 years. 

Challenges and Achievements 

Bram said her greatest chal- 
lenges on council have had to do 
with Greenbelt’s change from the 
quiet, almost rural town of 20 
years ago to an urban area with

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Boys & Girls Club Dispute 
Resolved at Meeting Jan. 21

The Greenbelt Boys and Girls Club held a special mem- 
bership meeting on Saturday, Jan. 21, to discuss the dispu- 
ted 1995 Board election of Dec. 19. At issue for the meeting 
was whether to accept that election or nullify it and hold 
another election to choose a 1995 Board of Directors. After 
an hour of debate, the members voted 62 to 34 to accept 


the Dec. 19 election. 


Marthea Lewis, president of 
the 1994 Board, said that this 
was the resolution the current 
board had hoped for all along, 
and expressed regret that a fa- 
cilitator had been needed to a- 
chieve it. Mark Markowich, the 
incoming president of the 1995 
Board, expressed satisfaction 
with the decisive vote and prom- 
ised to work with the Board to 
enact by-law and rule changes 
that should prevent recurrence of 
the same problem. 

Rev. Birner Facilitates 

Rev. Edward Birner, the facili- 
tator helping the club resolve 
its problems, chaired the meeting, 
and members were welcomed by 
Mayor Toni Bram and City Man- 
ager Daniel Hobbs. Hobbs 
thanked the members of the Boys 


and Girls Club for their help to 
the city’s budget by donating 
their services, and for their ex- 
ample in serving their communi- 
ty. Mayor Bram told the audi- 
ence to remember that they all 
wanted to “do the right thing”; 
their problem was just that they 
“don’t agree on how to do the 
right thing.” 

Rev. Birner reminded the mem- 
bers that the only purpose of 
this meeting was to decide whe- 
ther or not to hold another elec- 
tion, and that no other business 
could be considered at the meet- 
ing, according to the club’s by- 
laws. He expressed confidence in 
the registration committee’s ef- 
forts at notifying all eligible 
members of this meeting. Eighty-

Once Again City Fights ICC

The Greenbelt City Council once again voiced vigorous 
opposition to the proposed InterCounty Connector (ICC). 
In a statement before the Bi-County Committee in Prince 
Georges County on January 3 and in Montgomery County 
on January 10, Councilmember Thomas X. White, repre- 
senting City Council, supported Montgomery/Prince Geor- 


ges County Bill 3-95. 


The proposed legislation would 


“prohibit the State Department 


of Transportation from spending 
any funds or grant approvals or 
permits relating to the Inter- 
County Connector.” Currently, a 
new three year study is under- 
way of the ICC, an east-west 
transportation facility that 
would connect the I-270 and I-95 
corridors, 

White pointed out that con- 
struction of the ICC, combined 
with Prince Georges County’s 
plans to extend and widen Md 201 
to connect to the ICC, will have 
a huge adverse impact on Green- 
belt. Three major highways al- 
ready cause problems here, he 
said, adding that the “projected 
growth in traffic on Route 201 
(Kenilworth Avenue) is a stag- 
gering 72%, or nearly 250,000 
automobiles a day.” Council was 
also concerned about the ICC’s 
impact on the Beltsville Agricul- 
tural Research Center and the 
Patuxent Wildlife Center and 
also the opening up of “desig- 
nated low density areas for de- 
velopment.” 

The City of Bowie joined Green- 
belt in supporting MC/PG 3-95, 
a bill sponsored by Montgomery 
County Delegate Dana Dembrow. 

Constructing the ICC has been 
on and off the drawing boards 
for decades. However, in 1993 


the dormant proposal was resur- 
rected. The highway would con- 
nect Montgomery County’s I-270 
corridor near Gaithersburg to 
U.S. 1 south of Laurel in Prince 
Georges County. Over the years 
Greenbelt city councils have con- 
sistently opted for the “No 
Build” alternative. 
Information Center Established 
In launching the new three 
year study, an ICC Public Infor- 
mation Center was opened in 
June 1993 as a joint venture of 


the Maryland Department of 
Transportation (MDOT), the 
State Highway Administration 


(SHA) and the Federal Mass 
Transit Administration (MTA), 
together with Montgomery and 
Prince Georges counties. The 
center was described by officials 
as the “focal point for the study 
process that emphasizes interac- 
tion among federal, state and 
local agencies and especially in- 
teraction between these agencies 
and the citizens they serve.” 

Th center, located at i4015 
New Hampshire Ave. in the 
former Colesville Elementary 
School, is open to the public 
from noon to 4:30 p.m. on week- 
days. Displays, newsletters and 
other informational materials are 
available and focus groups have 
met there. Citizens may receive

Warm in history and tradition, warm in the axtiotra 
and creation, and warm in texture and color is but a partial 
description of the Greenbelt afghan. A woven, green-and- 
white cotton coverlet 4’ by 514’, featuring scenes of Green- 
belt and its history, the popular afghan, which sold out at 
the Labor Day Festival, may soon be available again, if 
enough advance orders are received. 


The story of the afghan in- 
corporates much of what Green- 
belt represents. Nancy DePlat- 
chett, who has taught art educa- 
cation in Prince George’s County 
schools for 20 years and for the 
last eight years ‘has been Magnet 
Coordinator of the County’s Art 
School, brought the idea of the 
afghan to the attention of the 
Greenbelt Arts Advisory Com- 
mittee as a result of the trade 
show she had attended. Nancy 
selected pictures of Greenbelt 
past and present, with the assis- 
tance of Eileen Peterson, Kathy 
Salgado of the Recreation Depart- 
ment, the News Review, the City 
Archives and the Library. 

How the Afghan was Made 

Members of the Arts Advisory 
Committee made the selection of 
the pictures to be used in the 12 
squares of the afghan. They span 
Greenbelt’s history, from FDR 
to the new Metro station. Xerox 
copies of the pictures were then

were produced for final approval. 
After a selection was made, the 
afghans were woven on computer- 
ized looms. They were then ex- 
hibited for purchase at last fall’s 
Labor Day festivities. 

The Arts [Advisory Committee 
tcok on the project to create an 
historic piece that individuals 
could experience and keep. 

When Nancy DePlatchett was 
asked what she had gained from 
the creation and making of the 
afghan, she warmly and enthus- 
iastically responded, “It was so 
much fun meeting lots of differ- 
ent people in Greenbelt and lis- 
tening to the stories from many 
of the old pioneers who first set- 
tled the city.”

updates on the study and center 
and give input by calling 217- 
4220 or 989-1925. For access to 
the computerized bulletin board, 
persons should call 202-785-1523 
and, at the main prompt, type 
GOICCSTU DY, Electron- 
ic mail to the project study team 
should be sent to: ic c @ G.w.u. 
edu. 

A spokesperson for the Mary- 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission in Mont- 
gomery County, which operates 
the center, noted that the first 
phase of the study, “The Prelim- 
inary Needs Assessment” (P- 
NA) is near completion. The sec- 
ond phase, “Preliminary Altern- 
atives Development,” will follow. 
In the third stage detailed al- 
ternative routes will be devel- 
oped and a draft environmental 
impact statement (EIS) pre- 
pared and published. After a pub- 
lic hearing, federal agencies will 
be required to concur on a pre- 
ferred alternative and related 
mitigation goals and sites. The 
fourth stage will involve pub- 
lishing the final EIS. Approvals 
of final location and design will 
be required from federal and 
state agencies. 

Project Coordinator Joe An- 
derson said, “Upon completion of 
the fourth phase, the study pro- 
cess is assumed to be completed 
and the project is then eligible 
for final design and construc- 
tion.” 


Controversy 
The first-stage PNA states 
that “During the 1970’s and 


1980s’ the ICC polarized officials 
and citizens of Montgomery and 
Prince Georges Counties.” Pro- 
ponents hailed the ICC as a so- 
lution to existing and future traf- 
fic problems and to realizing the 
area’s economic potential. Op- 
ponents saw it as a threat to 
the environment and to the life- 
style of local communities. They 





feared there would be office and 
commercial centers developed at 
every ICC intersection. Today 
this controversy still exists. 

Engineering and environment- 
al studies were conducted by 
SHA in the early 1980s. In 1983 
a Draft Environmental Impact 
Study (EIS) was published and 
approved by the Federal High- 
way Administration. However, 
the final EIS was not approved. 

In the late 1980s ICC studies 
were stopped primarily due to 
changes in regulations and en- 
vironmental issues. The pre- 
ferred route, Modified Alternate 
G. traversed wetlands in Rock 
Creek Park. This alternate 
linked Interstate 370/270 with 
Route 1 (Baltimore Ave.) about 
a quarter of a mile north of 
Muirkirk Rd. About 60%of the 
right-of-way for Alternate G, 
which is identified on the master 
plans as the ICC, has been ac- 
quired, 

In late 19938, highway officials 
were at odds with a proposal 
submitted by the Army Corps of 
Engineers. That proposal fol- 
lowed the Montgomery County 
master plan route from I-370/ 
270 to just east of Georgia Av- 
enue. There it split off from the 
right-of-way shown in the mast- 
er plan and veered to a more 
northerly route to connect with 
I-95. The Corps said that fewer 
wetlands would be impacted but 
more homes would be taken. 

Highway and Montgomery 
County MNCPPC officials were 
also angered when the U. S&S. 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
ey (EPA) in September 1994 
said “the original transportation 
corridor (alternate G) remains 
unacceptable in light of the 
large waterway, wetland and 
parkland impacts. ... ” The 
officials were angered that the 
EPA and Corps of Engineers 
made these announcements dur- 
ing the ICC study process, when, 
they say, all possible routes will 
be considered.

A Greenbelt Gardener

Winter is a good time to plan 
this year’s garden and buy seeds. 
This year’s seeds are now in some 
stores and garden catalogs have 
arrived. Even the casual) gar- 
dener can benefit from buying 
seeds now because some stores 
have great reductions in seed 
prices in January and lesser re- 
ductions in February. 

Garden supply stores have the 


biggest variety of seeds, followed 


by hardware stores. Some of 
these types of stores have the 
best seed sales, too. By spring 
other stores will also put out 
seeds, such as grocery stores and 
some chain stores. 

Many gardeners like to order 
seeds from catalogs since they 
offer a greater number of plant 
varieties than can be found in 
even the best stocked store. Also, 
specialty catalogs offer in-depth 
choices in a small range of plant 
types. 

To get an idea of what cata- 
logs are available, look at books 
and garden magazines. This time 
of year garden magazines are 
full of ads offering free or low 
cost catalogs. The less exper- 
ienced gardener is better off with 
catalogs that have a range of 
plant types and are geared to 
ward the home gardener, such 
as Burpee, Park, and Stokes. 

Ii is fun to drool over all the 
gorgeous pictures in the catalogs 
and day-dream about growing 
this or that. This is the fun 
part of the planning of what to 
grow this year. But the space 
in eatalogs for information is 
limited so find out more about 
plants you want to grow. Look 
at books. 

Books can give information on 
everything from general garden 
practices to tips about a certain 
type of plant. For example, you 
are more likely to find in books 
than in catalogs information a- 
bout what plants do and do not 
do well in our hot, humid climate. 
Some old time favorite flowers 
found in almost every catalog 
just don’t do well here, such as 
sweet pea, calendula, foxglove, 
and some pinks. 

The Greenbelt library has 
dozens and dozens of garden 
books (see call number 635.9) 
and the librarians can also order 
books from other libraries.

Wild Bird Center Hosts 
Endangered Species Talk 


The Wild Bird Center will host 
a new wildlife preservation pro- 
gram entitled, ‘Threatened and 
Endangered Species of the Chesa- 
peake Bay Region.” The pro- 
gram will be held at the Wild 
Bird Center of Glenn Dale, on 
Feb. 4 from noon to 5 p.m. 

Highlighting the program will 
be presentation of a variety of 
live animals, including a Bald Ea- 
gle, which are currently consid- 
ered to be endangered, threaten- 
ed, or at risk. The three to five 
hour display will explore the 
complex factors which can spell 
decline for some species. survival 
for others. It will address the 
two most often asked questions: 
Why does an animal become en- 
dangered and what can individ- 
uals do to help preserve the in- 
tegrity of all species in the 
Chesapeake Bay area? 

Among the threatened species 
which will be featured live are: 
goshawks, black ducks, Black 
Vultures, ravens, rattlesnakes, 
American alligators, and tiger 
salamanders, The Bald Eagle 
and an Osprey will be on view 
as examples of species which 
have benefited from vigorous 
conservation efforts and have 
been removed from the endan- 
gered list. 

The program stems from a 
joint effort of the 15 individually 
owned Wild Bird Centers in the 
Washington. Maryland, and Vir- 
ginia area, the Chesapeake Bay 
Trust, and the Maryland Park 
Foundation/Seales' and Tales.

When the mayor went to visit 
the Brown family, she brought a 
cake—“Isn’t that what you do?” 
She wanted Mrs. Brown to und- 
erstand that if there was some- 
thing Greenbelt could do to help, 
aside from the police response, 
“we would do it.” 


Bram felt strongly that the 
community needed to understand 
that “this was a real person 
killed, and Greenbelt won’t tol- 
erate this. We’ve been develop- 
ing a police force that can handle 
and hopefully prevent these 
things. Tht gang was picked up 
in five minutes.” 


Bram is proud that there is 
now a full-time police officer on 
duty at Eleanor Roosevelt, and 
stated that this has made for 
a “completely different environ- 
ment. That school has 99.9% 
good kids who work hard, and 
maybe 50 who the officer knows 
and keeps tabs on.” The mayor 
also singled out Carol Leventhal 
and Greenbelt CARES, praising 
the preventive work they do at 
the school. They provide tutor- 
ing and GED classes, “but their 
main focus is on counseling fam- 
ilies, which they do every Wed- 
nesday night. They’re largely 
unsung, but they do a very good 
job.”

six of the Club’s 307 members 
attended the meeting considerably 
more than the 31 members (ten 
percent) needed for a quorum. 
Arguments Pro and Con 
The discussion alternated be- 
tween those arguing for and a- 
gainst accepting the December 
19 election and the first ‘to 
speak were the two presidents: 
Marthea Lewis and Mark Marko- 
wich. Lewis challenged the mem- 
bers to set an example for their 
kids, asking “is it right not to 
give her (Kim Waters) the op- 
portunity to serve on the Board?” 
Waters should have been, but 
was not, on the Dec. 19 election 
ballot. Markowich urged mem-

bers to support the outcome of 
‘the vote, whether they agreed 
with it or not, “because we need 
to come together as a club.” 

Much of the argument for nul- 
lifying the December 19 election, 
and therefore requiring another 
election to select the 1995 Board, 
focused on the erroneous ballot. 
Speakers reiterated what Lewis 
had said, asking “How would you 
feel if your kid was denied the 
opportunity to do something?” 
Dennis Lewis added to this by 
saying that Board members had 
attempted to influence voters at 
the Dec. 19 election. 


Arguments for accepting the 
December 19 election centered on 
the desire not to hold another 
election. Michael Kerdock. Jim 
Enzio and others suggested that

Board member. 

Bob Zugby, who had not known 
how he was going to vote prior 
to the meeting, said that nullify- 
ing the Dec 19 election would 
cause the club to have a late 
budget, a lack of direction for a 
month, and another election. The 
consequences of the mistakes, he 
said, were not convenient, It 
was not relevant, Zugby conclud- 
ed, who had made the mistakes 
or what was fair, but that the 
club have a board that everyone 
supported. 

Chris Bates expressed concern 
about how people were treating 
each other. His main concerns, 
he said, were that “we as a com- 
munity get along” and that “what 
we do is best for the kids.” 
Rey. Birner concluded the discus- 
sion by saying that he had found, 
in his meetings with 94 and ’95 
Board members, that the members 
had shown that they could colla- 
borate.
